Here is how it would work: 

Applications, examinations 
and road tests would be handled 
by license examiners. Upon re- 
ceipt of a validated application, 
signed by an examiner, county 
judges would issue a tempora: 
license, collect the fee, and for- 
ward the application to the De- 
partment of Public Safety. 

The Department would check 
the applicant's record; and, up- 
on approval mail his license 
directly to him. "Such a system 
would greatly reduce the num- 
ber of 'phony' and false ad. 
dresses now being given 
thousands of drivers," said Di 
ector Kirkman. 

To remind drivers of their 
renewal date, the Department 
would mail renewal applications 
to them well ahead of the time 
of expiration. As in the case of 
the original licensing, applica- 


tions and temporary renewals 
would be handled by the county 
judges, and the Department 


would mail the renewed lic- 
ense. 

Col. Kirkman stated: 

"There are two basic faults 
in the present system: first, the 
inconvenience to the public, 
caused by standing in line; and, 
second, the danger of issuing 
censes to drivers before their 
records are checked. 

He emphasized that central 
licenses issuance is no new ide: 
of the south east states, only 
Florida issues licenses locally. 
A recent national survey by the 
American Association of Motor 
Vehicle Administrators showed 
that 48 states use the central 
issuance system.
